Eighty-two indi- 
viduals and business concerns, 
chiefly Commission Row merchants 
and the, Wabash Railroad, are 
seeking to prevent the loop by in- 
junction proceedings.

Kinsey testified that the Board | 
of Public Service worked on the | 


plan for reconstruction of Frank- 
lin avenue early in the present 
year, but could not complete its 
plan until, in April, the car loop at 
the Fourth street triangle was de- 
cided upon. 

Other plans for street car traf- 
fic had to be discarded, Kinsey 
said. One of these was for a loop 
to Morgan street, which conflict- 
ed with the program of the City 


Plan Commission, for clearing 
Morgan of tracks. Another plan. 
which was presented as that of 2 
traffic expert. would involve a left 
turn at Broadway and Franklin, 
Kinsey said. 


First Witness for Defense. 

‘Kinsey said a traffic count and 
survey was made, and that it 
showed that the loop would lessen 
congestion along Franklin, though 
some congestion would result about 
the loop itself. He was the first 
witness for the defense, which 
comprises the city, the street car 
company and three Franklin ave- 
nue merchants who have int>*r- 
vened because of damage to their 
business by the present blockading 
of the street, where track-laying 
operations have been’ suspended 
pending a decision. © 

wudge Ilalkenhainer has indicat- 
ed his sympathy with the defend- 
ants’ view that the deiay in the 
Franklin widening and loop project 
caused by the suit is a hardship 
on the public, by ordering speed in 
the hearing, including a night ses- 
sion last night. Danfél Bartlett, 
counsel for the originators of the 
suit, the Protective Association, ob- 
jected to this attitude, asserting 
that only Commission Row, and 
not the general public. was inter- 
ested. 

Bartlett today adduced records 
to show that the plaintiffs in the 
injunction suit were assessed a total 
of about $30,000 for benefits from 
the street widening, the Wabash's 
share of this being about $14,000. 

Curb Around Tracks Proposed. 

The argument, as has been ‘51, 
is over whether the car loop, which 
the city contends is a legitimate 
use of a street, will block traffic, 
tre commission men insisting that 
they need an open spac: to relieve 
truck congestion. It developed yes- 
terday that the plans of the city 
and car company call for a curb 
around the loop, which would keep 
vehicle from driving across ‘he 
tracks. Each of the five parties 
to the suit has its own lawyers in 
the hearing, which is on the city's 
motion to dismiss the temporary 
restraining ordei.

Nothing Unfavorable in Prospect 
for the Farmers, Treasury 
Secretary Reports.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon has 
given to President Coolidge a re- 
port that business is in a satisfac- 
tory condition and on a sound 
basis. Mellon holds that while tak- 
ing the country as a whole condi- 
tions are good, there are “spots” 
in thé general industry which are 
suffering through natural causes. 

In the coal industry he says 
economies in the use of coal and 
too many mines were largely re- 
sponsible for a slump, but that th? 
slump had reached its bottom and 
conditions will improve from now 
on. In the textile industry, over- 
stimulation during- the war has 
caused a reaction. This industry 
also, he declared, was feeling the 
effect of the manufacture of arti- 
ficial fabrics, which to some ex- 
tent were closing some branches of 
the market to the textile manufac: | 
turers. | 

“There is nothing unfavorable in | 
prospect for the farmers,” Mellon 
said. “The year 1928 should be a 
g00d one for agriculture. Of 
course, there are farmers who nev- 
er make a profit and others who 
make money every year. 

“T cannot foresee the effect of 
the many economic laws of the 
world but at present there is cer- 
tainly no cause for worry.”

Eugene Rouftf, who died suddenly 
last night while working under an 
automobile with an extension elec- 
tric light. was electrocuted, a Cor- 
oner’s jury decided today after an 
inquest at Kirkwood. A verdict of 
accident was returned. There were 
burns on the chest.and right arm 

Rouff, who was 25 years old. was 
working at 10:39 o’clock. lying flat 
on his back under the car at the 
home of his uncle, William Rouff, 
Affton. The 
and his wife, sitting in the 
yard, heard him cry out in pain. 
They carried him into the house 
and summoned Dr. V. G. Ahrens, 
who pronounced him dead. 

He had been using an electric 
light on an extension cord. the in- 
sulation of which was partly worn 
off. He is thought to have touched 
the exposed wire while holding a 
metal tool in contact with the 
engine. Rouff came to this coun- 
try several years ago trom  Ger- 
many, where his family still is.

Effinger 
fell from a bullet received in the 
running fight and Ben Majsterck, 
proprietor of a cigar store, was 
wounded by a flying bullet as he 
stood in front of his store. 

An emergency. squad, every 
available patrolman and _  motor- 
cycle officer in that section of the 
city were rushed to the lumber- 
yard, and the fight was resumcd 
there.

Pilot Telegraphs That He and 
Thaw Are in Decatur Hospital. 
Ey the Associated Press. 

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., Sept. 
13.—Capt. Stephen D. Day, chair- 
man of the Starting Committee of 
the national air derby, received a 
telegram from John P. Morris to- 
day saying that William Thaw’s 
Lockheed Vega entry in the non- 
stop air race had crashed at De- 
catur, Ind. Morris reported in his 
telegram that he and Thaw were 
“resting” in the Decatur HospitaL 
The telegram said: “Broken oil 
line forced landing.” 

The Thaw entry was the last of 
the nine planes in the race to take 
off yesterday, making the hop after 
dark at 6:56:20, Eastern standard 
time (5:56 St. Louis time). At the 
field it was referred to as a “sui- 
cide ship’”’ because of its construc- 
tion, which forced Thaw, the own- 
er-passenger, to sit in a dark tun- 
nel from which it was believed he 
could not escape if the plane 
crashed. 
| Thaw was the biggest man in 
ithe race, weighing more than 200 
pounds, and his plane had the most 
powerful engine of any craft en- 
i;tered. His ship was Lockheed 
Vega similar to the Yankee Doodle 
of Art Goebel, the favorite, but it 
had a Pratt & Whitney 500-horse- 
power motor, 100 horsepower more 
than Goebel’s Wasp. 

Thaw himself took little heed of 
the talk of danger, merely remark- 
ing when asked about his chances 
in case of accident: “Well, I’m 
fat and I'll bounce.” 

The Thaw ship had a black body 
with orange wings and was marked 
with race No. 33. The fuselage 
was the cigar shape of all Lock- 
heed Vegas. 

Morris was one of the two pilots 
to take off yesterday in such ex- 
pert style that the watching crowds 
were not given at least a moment 
of trepidation, the other being 
Goebel. And this despite the fact 
that he took off after dark on a 
field that has no flood lights. 
Most of the pilots went down the 
runway with numerous bumps 
and breath-taking hops, but Goe- 
bel’s plane and the Thaw _ ship 
roared from one end to the other 
with the smoothness of a bird's 
flight and took the air with all a 
bird’s grace. 

Two of the nine were forced 
down not long after they had 
started and a third returned to the 
field. At Los Angeles $22,500 in 
prizes awaits the pilots of the four 
planes making the best time. 

High in the air and speeding 
along at 125 miles an hour or bet- 
ter, five of the planes were report- 
ed sighted over three cities along 
the route. Only one was recog- 
nized, the Thaw machine.

Thaw, as he had promised, cir- 
cled over the air field at  Pitts- 
burg. his home city. flying low

MORE LIBERAL INTERPRETATION 
OF MEXICAN LAND LAWS 


Mexican Firms With Foreign Stock- 
holders May Own Non-Farming 
on Coasts. 
By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Sept: 13. — The 
Mexican Foreign Office has inter- 
preted the land owning clauses of 
the Constitution to Inean 
Mexican companies, having foreign 
stockholders, may own non-agri- 
cultural land in the forbidden 
zones along the coasts and bor- 
ders. 

The Mexican Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce requested 
the Foreign Office to define the 
exact meaning of the Constitution- 
al provision which forbids foreign 
companies or Mexican companies 
with foreign stockholders to own 
land within 100 kilometers of the 
border and 50 kilometers of the 
coast. Heretofore this provision 
has been considered to mean all 
kinds of land. The new decision 
specifically exempts land used for 
other than farming purposes.

The survivors were brougit into 
Southport by the Spanish steamer 
Aldecoa. which was attracted to 
the rescue by the smoke f-vom che 
blazing vessel. The injured men 


Tales of, heroism were related 
by the survivors. R. F. Caurchill 
of Cliftondale, Mass., the Snreve- 
port’s steward, and one of the in- 
jured, was imprisoned in his quar- 
ters by twisted steel. Others, push- 
ing away in the two lifeboats left 
seaworthy by the explosion, re- 
turned and rescued the steward 
through a port hole. 

The survivors rowed for 45 min- 
utes in the overloaded boats hefore 
the arrival of the Aldecoa. Me.n- 
while, the boatswain, about whem 
no more was known than thst he 
and 
Capt. S. A. Simmons of. Ba:timore, 
master of the vessel, listed ainong 
the injured, remained for the tncst 
part in an unconscious coaaition. 
Regaining his senses for a short 
period, he insisted that the toats 
return to the wreck and search for 
anyone that might have been !eft 
behind.

GENEVA, Sept. 13.—Ge:ma.y’s 
trump card for forcing immediate 
evacuation of the Rhineland is 2 
document bearing the signatures of 
Woodrow Wilson, Georges Clemen- 
ceau and David Lloyd George, 
written when the three were draft- 
ing the Versailles treaty in 1919. 


The document was placed cn the 
table Tuesday by Chancellor Muel- 
ler during his long discussion with 
Foreign Minister Briand of France, 
acting Foreign Secretary Cushen- 
dun of England, Vittoria Srialoja 
of Italy, Foreign Minister Hymans 
of Belgium and Ambassador adachi 
of Japan. 

The document was the treaty 
makers’ official interpretatien of 
Article 431 of the Versailles treaty. 
Upon it the Germans are hasing 
their case. The document is bead- 
ed “Declaration by the Govern- 
ments of the United States Great 
Britain and France in regard to oc- 
cupation of the Rhineland.” 


Text.of Document. 

The text of the document fol. 
lows: 

“The allied and associated pow- 
ers did not insist on making the 
period of occupation last until the 
reparation clauses were completely 
executed because they assumed 
that Germany would be obliged to 
give every proof of her good will 
and every necessary guarantees be- 
fore the end of 15 years’ time. 

“As the cost of occupation in- 
volves an equivalent reduction of 
the amount available for repara- 
tions, the allied and associated 
powers stipulated by Article 431 of 
the treaty that, if before the end 
of the 15 years’ period Germany 
has fulfilled all her obligations 
under the treaty the troops of oc- 
cupation should be immediately 
withdrawn. 

“If Germany, at an earlier date, 
has given proofs of her good will 
and satisfactory guarantees to as- 
sure fulfilment of her obligations, 
the allied and associated powers 
concerned will be ready to come to 
an agreement between themselves 


for earlier termination of the pe- | 


riod of occupation.” 
Signed June 16, 1919. 

The declaration was signed June 
16, 1919. While Lord Cushendun 
was silent on it, Briand at first 
denied such a document existed. 
But after the conference he in- 
structed his experts to ascertain 
whether the declaration had any 
legal value in respect to the United 
States. 

Germany's Contention. 

The Gertnans contend that the

In a private meeting yesterday, 
Briand informed’ lord Cushendun 
that, if Britain backs down on the 
Anglo-French naval agreement be- 
cause of merican opposition or 
other reasons, France will recon- 
sider her policy toward reconven- 
ing the preparatory disarmament 
commission in November, meaning 
the meeting will not be called. 

Briand’s remarks were made 
apropos of Lord Cushendun’s 
luke-warm defense of the agree- 
ment in the Assembly yesterday. 
The French had sought to convey 
the impression that the agreement 
marked a great advance in the 
League’s disarmament cause. 

Future efforts to overcome dif- 
ferences regarding armament limi- 
tation would be futile, Briand said, 
if the British light-heartedly repu- 
diate cormfpromises as soon as op- 
position arises. Lord Cushendun 
replied that the position adopted 
by his Government was imperative 
in view of the antagonism aroused 
in Washington and in the British 
and American press. 

Nevertheless, Lord Cushendun 
last night told the Council's dis- 
armament committee that the 
agreement “may prove distasteful 
to other parties concerned who 
have the right to be heard.” He 
Was arguing against convening the 
preparatory commission in Novem- 
ber as the French desire. 

His remarks marked the 
occasion on which it was an- 
nounced officially that the agree- 
ment was not universally accepted.

What Cops Get for Nothing. 


MORE PABULUM FOP “GOD’S FOOLS.” 
When the Northeast Missouri Press Association re- 
solved that it would no longer be the tool of propa- 
gandists we were encouraged to believe that news- 
paper men out in the State were becoming disil- 
lusioned. Perhaps they are. We would know had 
we been able to see the faces of the Republican edi- 
tors of Missouri at Jefferson City Monday when they 
were addressed on the subject of prosperity by David 
W. Davis, former Governor of Idaho. 
Mr. Davis is a spellbinder for the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. In his philosophy the great 
natural wealth of the United States, its ore, its tim- 
ber, its oil, its coal and its bountiful soil, has had 
nothing to do with the prosperity of the American 
people. Neither does Mr. Davis know anything 
about Republican panics and hard times. He ascribes 
these to the Democrats, as if for every bank 
failure under Democratic rule in any period there had 
not been more than two under Republican rule in the 
last eight years, or as if unemployment under Mr. 
Coolidge had not far surpassed unemployment under 
Mr. Cleveland. Innumerable experts have analyzed 
the prosperity of the American people. An analysis of 
economic opinion recently made by the New Re- 
public of the works of not American economists 
merely, but observers and students of American pros- 
perity who came here to study it from Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Australia, failed to discover a 
single instance in which a reputable economist be- 
lieved that the tariff has had anything to do with 
the prosperity of the people or the wages of 
American workmen. We are what we are because 
of (first) nature’s bounty; (second) American in- 
ventive genius and the corresponding improve- 
ment in manufacturing and business methods; 
(third) the greater productiveness of the American 
workman. Nor is it a matter of speculation that 
under either Republican or Democratic rule we some- 
times suffer from finemployment. The St. Louis Prov- 
ident Association reported last winter that unemploy- 
ment in St. Louis was the greatest it had experienced 
in almost a half-century of relief work. The national 
estimate ran from 1,840,000 (Secretary of Labor 
Davis) to 5,000,000 (William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor). There was nothing 
like it in Cleveland’s time or in Mr. Wilson’s first 
term, though Mr. Davis cites those periods: as bad 
examples of Democratic misrule. 
Did the Republican editors of Missouri swallow all 
this? If they did, they are still “God’s fools.” We are 
going to do them the credit of believing that they did 
not. Journalism is in itself an education. If its prac- 
titioners do not know that politics have had nothing 
to do with the wealth of America, and if they have 
not long ago emancipated themselves from a provin- 
cial belief that the Republicans have made us rich, 
or that plumbers get $12 a day because of the 
tariff, they are not learning very fast. When Mr. 
Wilson was President almost all Europe showered its 
gold upon us for munitions and supplies. Money 
became more plentiful in the United States than it had 
ever been in history. Our national wealth leaped 
from $186,300,000,000 in 1912 to $320,804,000,000 in 
1922. The number of millionaires in the country grew 
from 7509 in 1914 to 30,518 in 1926. In the two years 
of munition making, 1915 and 1916, they increased 


only be provided by good roads—is threefold. First, 
economic; second, educational; third, social. The tri- 
umphs of industrial America may be told in cascades 
of statistics and paeans of glorification, but what does 
it all mean to the farmer—what can it mean to him 
—if he is isolated from it and denied contact with it? 

It is industrial America’s job to bring the~Amer- 
ican farmer into the charmed circle of American op- 
portunity. And the first and indispensable step to 
that end is good roads. That is one of the things 
which the proposed bond issue undertakes to do for 
the Missouri farmer—to build a good road to his 
farm. It undertakes, too, of course, to meet the press- 
ing transportation needs of the cities. Both obliga- 
tions must be met. There can be no pause in this 
paramount Missouri enterprise until we have a State 
highway system adequately serving rural Missouri 
and urban Missouri. 
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THE STATE CONVENTIONS. 

Having held their State conventions at Jefferson 
City and turned themselves inside out on the ques- 
tion of prohibition, the Democratic and Republican 
parties in Missouri have left the voters without any 
other issue. between them than that made by. the 
better courage and greater honesty of their respec- 
tive presidential candidates. 

The parties should be ashamed of themselves. Mr. 
‘Hoover believes prohibition to be “a great social and 
economic experimcat, noble in motive and far-reach- 
ing in purpose,” which “must be worked out con- 
structively.” Gov. Smith thinks it is demoralizing 
the country, and he proposes that we repeal the 
eighteenth amendment and substitute state control of 
liquor.

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A RADIO SUIT. - 

Suit has been filed by Station WCRW of Chicago, 
operated by Clinton R. White, against the Federal 
Radio Commission, which seeks to restrain the Com- 
mission from enforcing its order of Sept. 1. That 
order reduces the power of more than 60 stations, 
including that operated by the St. Louis Truth Center. 
We shall now have, it is to be hoped, a full judicial 
interpretation of the radio law and of the powers 
of the Federal Radio Commission. In view of the 
many new and complex questions involved by the 
advent of radio, considerable doubt has been raised 
as to the power of the Federal Radio Commission. It 
is for the courts to decide just how far the commis- 
sion’s authority goes. 

After that decision has been rendered, it may be 
necessary for Congress to pass additional legislation. 
One thing is certain: There must be put into effect 
very soon a set of clearly defined principles on the 
whole subject of radio to prevent discrimination 
against individual stations, and, what is more im- 
portant, to protect the interest of the public. 
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ROAD BONDS INDORSED. 

The leaders of both the major parties in Missouri 
were fearful of indorsing the proposed bond issue 
of $75,000,000 for completing the State highway sys- 
tem. That was the news that came from Jefferson 
City while the committees were pondering what they 
ought to say or ought not to say in their party plat- 
forms. 

Republican opposition to the road bond issue was 
charged to the national committeeman, Dr. Clemens, 
who was reported to be influenced by his friend, 
Theodore Gary, former chairman of the Highway 
Commission, who has led the fight against the bonds 
and has boasted that he would defeat the proposal. 

Mr. Gary has been given ample hearing in the press 
of the State. His objections have not been convinc- 
ing. One of them—the assertion that there was no 
provision for farm-to-market roads—was a misstate- 
ment of fact which, frankly, we cannot account for. 
All of the Gary objections have been patiently ana- 
lyzed and refuted by spokesmen for the bonds, nota- 
bly by Roy Britton, John Malang and Maj. Stark. 

The platform writers of both parties plucked up 
courage enough to indorse the road bond issue, and 
we assume that both of the gubernatorial candidates, 
Mr. Caulfield and Mr. Wilson, will candidly and earn- 
estly champion this fine project. They assuredly will 
if they are as intelligently concerned in the welfare 
of the farmer as they sincerely profess to be. 

We do not believe that the completion of the State 
highway system as per the program of the proposed 
bond issue will solve the farm problem. We do be- 
lieve it will contribute vitally to the solution of the 
problem. This belief is inspired by the opinion of 
high authority—by students of the question who are 
far removed from the beguilement of politics. This 
belief, if we may say so, is also inspired by plain com- 
mon sense. 

The farmer's need for transportation—for literally

us. That men have been impelled to engage in moon- 
shining and bootlegging, and others to take graft, by 
the sight of a comic sheet policeman riding with the 
motorman, is almost incredible. % 

As a matter of fact, we find it wholly incredible. 
We think the widespread disrespect for law and the 
ensuing increase of crime is due to other causes. 
We believe the automobile, which has made escape 
easier, has something to do with it. We believe the 
great profits to be had from successful crime have 
been an inducement. We Suspect that prohibition, 
which produced a new and very profitable form of 
crime, is partly responsible. Perhaps the police, with 
their low percentage of arrests, and the courts, with 
their low percentage of convictions, are not entirely 
innocent. The connection between politics and crime 
has been a factor. 

Chief Gerk desires to promote respect for the law 
and for those who enforce it. So do we. He de- 
Plores anything which makes the police appear in a 
ridiculous light. So do we. One way for the police 
to avoid ridicule is by doing their work effectively. 


Another is by resisting the temptation to write fool- 
ish letters.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial entitled “Wanted: A Bet- 


ter Traffic System’? has come to my at- 
tention. There is no doubt that there is a 
growing attitude of dissatisfaction on the 
part at least of a portion of those who oper- 
ate automobiles in St. Louis toward existing 
conditions having to do with traffic con- 
trol, but the same thing may be said of 
practically every other great city. I think 
we are prone sometimes to overlook the 
fact that the traffic problem is a compara- 
tively new one and that facilities for han- 
dling it have not progressed in proportion 
to the intricacies of the problem. Many 
people are dissatisfied because of the lack 
of standardization of signs, signals, etc., but 
they must realize that before signals and 
signs can be standardized, research work 
must be conducted in order that the best 
types of signs and signals can be secured 
for standardizatign purposes. Personal con- 
tact I have had with traffic authorities in 
many large cities has shown me that all 
large cities are in the experimental stage 
in their efforts to solve the traffic prob- 
lem, . The public instead of getting impa- 
tient should lend its support to our admin- 
istrative agencies who are attempting to 
improve our traffic conditions. 

* % a 

The Traffic Engineering Department of 
the Division of Streets and Sewers has been 
responsible for some splendid work since 
its organization or formation in June, 1926, 
but this department has not had the funds 
at’its disposal that it should have had, so 
progress has necessarily been slow. In 1927 
the budget of the Traffic Engineering De- 
partnient was about $10,000 when $75,000 
was asked for and was needé@. In 1928 
they succeeded in securing a budget of $40,- 
000 when they could very well have used 
$100,000. With very few exceptions the 
citizens of our large cities have not yet 
awakened to the necessity of spending 
money in sizeable amounts for traffic en- 
gineering work. As your editorial states, 
however, the public is beginning to become 
dissatisfied, which may result in our ad- 
ministrative agencies having an opportu- 
nity to crystallize public opinion in favor of 
spending more money for traffic surveys, 
automatic traffic signals, and other equip- 
ment needed to eliminate many physical 
hazards of the streets. 

There is a lesson that the driving public 
of St. Louis must learn and that lesson 
is that they must have their mind intent 
on their driving, they must take into con- 
sideration driving conditions, and they must 
have their cars under control at street 
crossings.

Your editorial says the chief cause for ac- 
cidents is not speed but congestion. This 
statement is true as far as minor accidents 
are concerned, but most fatal accidents oc- 
cur in districts and at times when conges- 
tion is not heavy. In most of these cases 
the driver is guilty of traveling too fast 
for conditions, although there may be other 
contributing causes to the Accident such as 
jay-walking, children running into the 
Street, etc. 

As far as the Police Department is con- 
cerned I must say that I have a iot of 
compassion for any police officer who has 
to stand out on-any busy corner and try 
safely to regulate the movement of traffic. 


It is true that some of these officers couléd 


\ 


.improve on their work to mighty good ad- 


vantage. It is true they are not all as 
efficient as they should be. The signals of 
some of them ate confusing and there is 
certainly room for improvement along the 
lines of standardization of signals of the 
police officers for the benefit of the driv- 
ing public. When politics are eliminated 
in’ the City Courts, and when those who 
have no regard for the traffic regulations 
are given their just deserts, we shall see a 
different driving attitude on the part of 
many of our motorists. 

Might I make the following suggestions 
which have the approval of Safety Council 
officials and which are now being given 
consideration by them: 

1. More money for traffic engineering 
work such as traffic surveys, with period- 
ical checks of traffic movement at many 
busy corners, more automatic traffic con- 
trol, safety zone installations, traffic line 
markers, etc. 

2. Adaptation in St. Louis of many of the 
provisions of the Model Municipal Traffic 
Ordinance recently recommended by the 
National Conference on Street and Highway 
Safety. 

3. Increased personnel in the Police De- 
partment, permitting the assignment of 
more officers to motor cycle squad and 
other parts of the Traffic Division of the 
Police Department- 

4. Passage of a State law licensing the 
drivers of all motor vehicles and contain- 
ing a clause making it possible to revoke 
temporarily or permanently license of any 
driver violating certain provisions of the 
law. ) 

5. Stricter enforcement of the traffic reg- 
ulations, 

6. More vigorous prosecution of those 
guilty of flagrantly violating the traffic 
laws. 

7. Stricter prosecution of those drivers 
bound over to the grand jury in connection 
with criminal carelesaness or homicide aris- 
ing out of fatal motor vehicle accidents. 


8. Broader educational program destined 
to reach the general public, both drivers 
and pedestrians, emphasizing to motorists, 
(a) That they have their cars under con- 
trol at street corners; (b) That they ob- 
serve the right-of-way rule; (c) That they 
Observe extra caution in districts where 
children are playing or in the neighborhood 
of schools or playgrounds; (d) That due 
caution should be observed in passing street 
cars or safety zones where prospective pas- 
sengers are standing. To pedestrians. (a) 
That they cross the street at street cross- 
ings only; (b) That they look first to the 
left and then to the right before crossing: 
(c) That they obey the signals of police 
officers and automatic traffic signals.

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JOHN Mi. MALANG, GOOD 
RUADS ADVOCATE, DIES 


Joplin Man, 62, Was Leader 
of $60,000,000 Highway 
Campaign in 1920. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 13.-- 
John M. Malang of Joplin, Direc- 
tor of the Good Roads Bureau of 
the Automobile Club of Missouri, 
and known throughout the state 


as “father of good roads in Mis- 
souri,’’ died early this morning of. 
heart disease in his room at the 
Baltimore Hotel. He was 62 years 
old. 

He has been suffering from 
heart disease and a stomach ail- 
ment for the past year. 

Becoming interested in good 
roads in Jasper County many 
years ago, Malang organized spe- 
cial road districts and much con- 
crete road construction had been 
accomplished there under his di-. 
rection long before the state road 
building activities began. Malang 
extended his influence outside his | 
own county, and had the leadership | 
of the $60,000,000 road bond cam- 
paign in 1920, when the bonds un- 
der which state road building has 
progressed, were voted. For the 
last two years he has been advo- 


cating an additional bond issue, 
contending the State should vote 
more than $100,000,000. He had 


been actively supporting the $75,- 
000,000 road bond issue to be vot- 
ed on in November. 

Malang many years ago was a 
miner in the lead and zinc mines 
of Southwest Missouri. He was a 
Republican and when a youth be- 
came active in Republican politics, 
working as a miner during the day 
and speaking at Republican county 
campaign meetings at night. 

He at one time was a member of 
the Republican State Committee 
and served one term as State Sen- 
ator from Jasper County. In re- 
cent years he had abandoned po- 
litical work to devote his entire 
time to speaking and organizing in 
good roads campaigns. 

He attended the Republican and | 
Democratic State convention: in | 
Jefferson City, Tuesday, and ap- 
peared before committees urging 
they include in both platforms ap- | 
proval of the road bond issue. He | 
reached Kansas City Tuesday night | 
and was about his work yesterday | 
as usual.

THE AUSTRALIAN TOUR. 
! FTER the Prince’s tour in Can- 


ada he looked forward with 

eagerness to his trip to the An- 
tipodes. - One chilly March morn- 
ing the royal party went up the 
gangway of the Renown, which lay 
in Portsmouth Harbor. 

The Prince insisted that there 
should be no undue ceremonial in 
connection with his presence on 
board. He took part with the of- 
ficers in the usual deck games; in- 
spected with the Captain the pa- 
rades of the men, and dined either 
with the Captain and his own staff 
or invited various officers to his 
own suite. 

During the mornings he would 
read in the quiet of his own cabin. 
The Prince believes in being fully 
prepared before he embarks on 
any of his empire tours. He always 
insists on doing his own share of 
work towards making the tour a 
success. 

There was a tragié incident 
which subdued the Prince and the 
whole ship’s company just before 
the Renown reached Barbadoes. A 
gunner fell overboard during a 
rough sea and despite the utmost 
attempts to save him he was 
drowned. The Prince attended the 
funeral service which was held in 
the forecastie and sent a radio 
message of condolence to the lost 
Sailor’s relatives. 

The first break tn the Australian 
tour was made at Bridgetown, the 
capital of the Barbadoes. As soon 
as the Renown dropped anchor off 
the island she was surrounded by 
| boats of all kinds, and as their 


| occupants cheered the Prince stood 
| at the top of the gangway saluting 
|, and smiling. 
| Mhe Prince’s leisure had come to 
}a temporary end. There were 
| speeches to make, exXeservice men 
| to chat with and shake hands, su- 
| gar factories to visit and look over. 
| Throughout the whole city, crowds 
lined the route. This was perhaps 
'the first meeting between he 
Prince and some of the black sub- 
jects of his father in their own 
land. 

Negroes and Negresses stood in
